me. The main endof my coming hicher was, to finde out 
the Lord St. Pauls Forces, and to prevent his conjunRion 
with the Lord Aſhley , but perceiving him to decline me, 
and to retreat to Fanruft, being 2 Paſs into Carnarvanſhire, 
where I am credibly informed he is now with his Forces : I 
have ctoſen rather to ſtay here, chen to advance any further 
toward him, he being Maſter of that Paſs, and ſo may ſe- 
cure himſelf: If 1 ſhould march upto him, my being here I 
hope will keep him from cicher joyniag with Aſh'ey, or any 
way annoy the Leaguer before Cheſter , and withal, I am

Ins Letter of the 13. of Decemb, and by this uime (not ſooner) . 
the Lord Byrons Anſwer 'is at Dublin, which'lI ſent by his- 
Lordfhips Chaplain. It implyed ſome fears of holding our 
Cheſter, thus long : Col. Butler tells me even now, thar the 
men and ſhipping are ſtill ready in 1relayd, though retarded 
hitherto by reaſon of this diftration, which fithence Tueſ- 
day laſt, is ſo compoſed, thar the Earl of Glenorgar is out 
upon Bayl of fix oreight Noble men, whereof the Lord. 
Marqueſle of Clenriehard is one. From the Lord Lieutenant 
I have received no Anſwer in writing as yet {though my 
Letters to his Excellency were many fithence the firſt of 
Fannary) nor from the Lord Digby any more to the purpoſe, 
then this encloſed. - 

There is, Noble Lard,no relyings upon theſe Iriſh Forces 
for this Service,though if they come, they ſhall be carefully 
cranſpoſedto fuch a Rendezvouz, as I ſhall hear is moſt fit- 
ting or the paſſage of your Lordſhips Army : And for that 
end, {ee Lordſhip ſhall ſurely be punQually informed of 
their landing, and condition. = | 

In the mean time, icis fir your Lordſhip ſhould under- 
ftand, that under Colonel GiUbert Byron, the Lord of Sr. Paul 
is in theſe parts in the head of 600(as he ſaith) bur I belceve 
of 500 Horſe and Foor, good men and well Armed, to be 
direed and imployed by your Lordſhip. Next thar, that 
Lieut. Col. Roger Morton is landed with a pecce of a Regi- 
ment (ſome 160 as Col. Butler tells me) of the Lord Dizbizs 
rais'd in Ireland of Engliſh, and ſome Lorainneſes, and he will | 
be able ro make it up 200 upon his own credit (a Commiſſ- ' 
oner of Array and Peace in this County) an& will be,” after” - 
day ortwo his refreſhmenr, ar your Lordſhips diſpole:;
